A “ ca feteria ” co urt, In ca ** 
y o u didn't kno w, ie o ne where a 
tra ffic la w v io la to r step* up to 
the desk eerg ea nt a t po lice hea d­ 
qua rters a nd pa y s a n esta b­ 
lished fee a s punishment fo r his 
misdemea no r. 
It 
circumv ents 
the po lice ma g istra te, justice o f 
the pea ce, o r a tra ffic co urt 
judg e. 
The o bject is to spa re 
the mo to rist co urt co sts fo r a 
leg a l pro cedure which is la rg ely 
a fo rma lity in mo st cities a ny ­ 
wa y . 
In ths Dix o n case, tho o bjectiv e 
no w is to be a “ little m o re” le­ 
nient with first o ffenders. 
It will 
pro bably be denied, bu t sev eral 
co mmissio ners hav e been u nder 
sev ere pressu re fro m lo cal citi­ 
zenry who co mplain abo u t the se­ 
v erity o f the fines. At the present 
time, the residential speed limit 
is 25 miles an ho u r. 
City po lice 
are u nder instru ctio ns to giv e the 
mo to rist the benefit o f the do u bt, 
that is. to allo w them a IO miles 
an ho u r “ break,” o r 35 miles an 
speeding. 
Su ppo sing the mo to rist trav els 
40 miles an ho u r in a residential 
zo ne and is apprehended. 
The 
go ing 
rate 
o f 
speeding 
fines, 
set by Po lice M agistrate Lawrence 
Bo o s, is a $1 a mile. That rev erts 
back to the o riginal speed limit o f 
25 miles and the mo to rist is fined 
$15 and co sts, amo u nting to $21.40. 
The ca feteria co urt, it sho uld 
be mentio ned, will a pply to first 
o ffenders o nly a nd their na mes 
will be filed so tha t lf they turn 
tip in tra ffic co urt a g a in, the us­ 
ua l $1 a mile o v er the speed 
limit will be a ssessed—plus co urt 
co st*. 
The renewal o f the cafeteria co u rt 
sy stem—with the stiffer $5 assess­ 
ment—m arks the end o f an eight- 
mo nth perio d in which the po lice 
departm ent has do ne a fairly go o d 
jo b o f traffic law enfo rcement. 
Speeding has been cu t measu re- 
ably and the traffic tickets hav e 
been issu ed witho u t fear o r fav o r. 
That po licy has bro u ght so me well­ 
kno wn names into the traffic co u rt 
listings. 
The ca feteria co urt idea do esn’t 
sug g est a ny lessening o f tha t 
a nti-speeding 
pro g ra m, 
but 
it 
will ea se the pa in in the po cket­ 
bo o k where mo st speeders a re 
mo st v ulnera ble. 
Tra ffic co urt 
reco rds will bea r o ut the fa rt 
tha t few o n the list beco me sec­ 
o nd o ffenders 
One can argu e, also , that the ex ­ 
isting IO miles an ho u r “grace” 
allo wed by o u r po lice, is su fficient 
“ leniency ” fo r city mo to rists and 
mo to ring. 
That, in effect, raises 
the residential speed limit to 35 
miles an ho u r—a pretty fair clip 
by any standards. 
If a mo to rist cho o ses to ex ­ 
ceed the “ g ra ce” limit, he. a nd 
no o ne else, is esta blishing the 
price fo r tha t priv ileg e. 
We’re afraid that no amo u nt o f 
^-called “ pressu re” fo r leniency 
can alter tho se facts.

Du ring the co ming fiscal y ear, 
said Wilso n, the Air Fo rce will 
co mplete its planned bu ild-u p to 137 
wings, an increase o f IO o v er pres­ 
ent strength. 
Here is the way Wilso n described

Under state law, all no n-high 
scho o l districts in Illino is mu st be 
jo ined with a high scho o l district 
Ju ly I, this y ear. Prio r to that 
date, the districts may petitio n to 
enter a high scho o l district. After 
that date, the co u nty bo ard o f 
scho o l tru stees mu st assign the 
ru ral districts to high scho o l dis­ 
tricts o n the basis o f where the 
children o f the no n-high district 
no w' attend high scho o l. 
Su pt. Sherwo o d Dees said indi­ 
catio ns are the territo ry which will 
jo in the Dix o n district nex t su m­ 
mer inclu des 18 o r 19 ru ral scho o ls 
and abo u t 400 pu pils. 
Bo ard President Jo hn Dix o n co m­ 
mented, “ That will be like adding 
o ne big scho o l with ro o ms all o v er 
the district.”

In listing the du ties o f the pro ­ 
po sed principal o f ru ral scho o ls, 
Dees, said the man wo u ld be in 
charge o f all ru ral scho o ls, wo u ld 
reco mmend teachers and cu sto di­ 
ans fo r emplo y ment, su perv ise the 
edu catio nal cu rricu lu m and pro ­ 
gram , establish schedu les fo r spe­ 
cial teachers to v isit the ru ral 
scho o ls and be respo nsible fo r all 
bu s transpo rtatio n in the district.

WASHINGTON IP)—Secretary o f Agricu ltu re Benso n said to day the 
adm inistratio n's new so il bank pro po sal co u ld create a place in the 
m arkets this y ear fo r mo x a than a billio n do llars w'o rth o f go v ernment 
su rplu ses o f co tto n, w’heat, rice and co m. 
He gav e this su mmatio n o f the 
plan: 
“ We wo u ld u se the su iplu s to 
u se u p the su rplu s.” 


Predict* Quick Upturn 
Fu rtherm o re, he said, his de­ 
partm ent co u ld po u r pay ments fo r 
participatio n in the so il bank plan 
into 
farmers* 
po ckets 
by

spring o r early su m m er. T h a t 
wo u ld bring abo u t a qu ick u ptu rn 
in agricu ltu ral inco me, no w o n a 
fiv e-y ear decline, at a time when 
the presidential electio n campaign 
will be bu ilding u p steam. 
Benso n gav e these amplificatio ns 
o f the administratio n pro po sal- 
laid befo re Co ngress Mo nday by 
President Eisenho wer in a special 
farm message—in a statem ent fo r 
a hearing o f the Senate Agricu l­ 
tu re Co mmittee. 
Under the administratio n’s so il 
bank pro po sal, farm ers wo u ld be 
o ffered pay ments in cash and in 
cro p su rplu ses to redu ce plantings 
by at least 40 millio n acres this 
y ear. 
Surpluses Bla med 
Tile plan is based o n the idea 
that big farm su rplu ses held by 
the go v ernment are pu shing farm 
prices and inco mes do wn and that 
there is little ho pe o f impro v ing 
the situ atio n u ntil the o v ersu pplies 
are redu ced. 
Du ring a perio d o f u nderplanting 
o f m ajo r cro ps, su rplu ses w'o u ld be 
mo v ed into m arkets to fill gaps in 
pro du ctio n 
o ccu rring 
u nder the 
pro gram. The pay ments w’o u ld be 
designed to o ffset farm lo ss o f in­ 
co me fro m idled areas. 
Pay m ents in the fo rm o f co tto n, 
wheat, co m and rice fo r their cash 
equ iv alent wo u ld be made to gro w'- 
ers w’ho planted less than their 
acreage allo tments fo r these re­ 
spectiv e cro ps. 
Benso n said these latter pay ­ 
m ents “ co u ld in all pro bability be 
Issu ed as so o n after the planting 
seaso n as co mpliance co u ld b* de­ 
term ined.”

This o ffer o f early pay ments ap­ 
parently was designed to meet 
criticism by so me farm belt Re­ 
pu blican co ngressmen t h a t the 
President's pro po sals o ffered littl*

In his letter o f resignatio n, Lan­ 
caster said, “ I hereby requ est that 
my co ntract as edu catio n co nsu lt­ 
ant be term inated as o f Janu ary 
II, 39 56 , The term inatio n o f the 
co ntract will giv e me time fo r o th­ 
er wark.” 
Recently , Lancaster jo ined the 
Ray mo nd Orpu t firm o f scho o l 
architects. Ro ckfo rd. 
The bo ard cu t Ute rental fee fo r 
bo o ks fro m o ne-third to o ne-fo u rth 
o f the list price o f the bo o ks. Nex t 
y ear all bo o ks will be fu rnished the 
pu pils u nder the scho o l rental sy s­ 
tem. 
Su pt. Dees said the rental was 
based o n the life o f the bo o ks, and 
the av erage has been mo re than 
three y ears, thu s making it pas­ 
sible to cu t the fee. The bo ard de­ 
cided thfe scho o ls will sell all wo rk­ 
bo o ks u sed in classes and instru c­ 
tio nal materials fo r kindergarten 
and grades o ne thro u gh three. 
Purcha se Pro perty 
The 
b o a r d 
emplo y ed 
Jo hn 
Adams, principal o f So u th Central 
Scho o l, to o rganize and carry o u t 
the bo o k rental sy stem fo r the 
co ming scho o l y ear at $2 an ho u r. 
The wo rk will be o n a part-time 
basis this spring, and will o ccu py 
mu ch o f his time du ring the su m­ 
mer. 
The bo ard mo v ed to ex pand the 
high scho o l site by appro v ing the 
pu rchase o f a ho u se and pro perty 
no rtheast o f the high scho o l.

WASHINGTON CZP)—PresU 
dent Eisenho wer asked Co n­ 
gress to day to pro v ide I 14 
billio n do llars in f e de r a l 
grants o v er the nex t fiv e 
y ears to help co nqu er the na­ 
tio n's critical scho o l sho rt­ 
age. 
In a special message, the 
President also asked au tho r­ 
ity fo r federal pu rchase o f u p 
to 75 0 millio n do llars wo rth 
o f lo cal scho o l 
bo nds — if 
scho o l districts canno t sell 
them in priv ate markets at 
reaso nable interest rates— 
and 20 millio n do llars fo r 
grants to the states fo r scho o l 
planning. 
In su mm ary , this wo u ld mean 
a federal o u tlay o v er fiv e y ear* o f 
so me $2,020,000,000 with 750 millio n 
to be retu rned thro u gh ev entu al 
pay ment o f the bo nds. 
States Wo u ld Match

Stratton’s Action Adds 
Little to Ike*s Situation 


WASHINGTON (ft — President 
Eisenhower s refusal to giv e assent 
or dissent to the entry of his name 
in the Illinois preferential primary 
left Republicans as uncertain to­ 
day as before about his second- 
term intentions. 
There were some new predictions 
that he will seek reelection, but 
no one claimed to see in the White 
House statement any clearer indi­ 
cation 
than 
Eisenhower /av e 
a 
news conference Sunday at Key 
West, Fla. 
He said then his mind is not so 
fix ed that it cannot be changed. 
The clear implication was that he 
has made a tentativ e decision one 
way or the other, but he was care­ 
ful not to say what it was. 
His doctors hav e said it will be 
mid-February before they can say 
whether his recov ery from a Sept. 
24 heart attack is complete enough 
for him to run. 
No Statement 
When Gov . William G. Stratton 
announced 
at 
Springfield, 
111., 
Wednesday that Eisenhower's name 
will be entered in the Illinois pres­ 
idential preference v oting April IO. 
the White House said there would 
be no statement ‘‘signify ing either 
assent or dissent,” 
The statement 
was issued 
by 
Press Secretary J am es C. Hagerty , 
who said he had Eisenhower's ap­ 
prov al. Hagerty stressed that Ei­ 
senhower did not know in adv ance 


of Stratton’s plans. Stratton said, 
too, he had not consulted Eisen- 
! hower. He added: “ This is our way 
of say ing, Mr. President, we hope 
y ou run again.” The state’s prefer­ 
ence primary is adv isory only — 
not binding on delegates. 
Shortly thereafter, it was an­ 
nounced that Eisenhower's name 
will be entered in the Florida pref­ 
erence primary May 29 . 


Consent Not Required 
A candidate's consent is not re­ 
quired for entry in the preference 
primaries in Florida or Illinois. 
Nor is it required in New Hamp­ 
shire, 
where announcement was 
made earlier that his supporters 
v ill file his name In that state s 
March 13 primary , the first in the 
nation. 


Regardless of what Eisenhower 
decides about a second term, the 
v ery presence, of his name in the 
primaries serv es as a ^bolding ac­ 
tion ’ which prev ents the building 
up of other candidates. 


It may thus affect the plans of 
Senate Minority Leader Knowland 
of California, whose friends hav e 
indicated that his nan e may be 
entered in Illinois if there is no 
early announcement from Eisen­ 
hower. 
Hagerty ex plained also: 
“ I want to make it clear, how­ 
ev er. that lack of any assent or 
dissent can not be taken to mean 


that the President has y et made 
any ultimate decision on whether 
again to be a candidate.

Draw Conclusions

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Britain Begins 
Moving Troops 
2,000 Airborne Soldiers 
To Reinforce Cyprus 


LONDON (if* - Britain b e g a n 
speeding some 2.000 paratroops to­ 
ward Cyprus today as a show of 
strength in the tense Middle East. 
Dispatch of the airborne “ fire 
brigade” to Britain's Middle East 
headquarters on C y p r u s came 
amid reports the government was 
considering slowing down troop 
evacuations from the Suez Canal 
zone because of the restless situa­ 
tion in the area. 


Giant transport planes began 
ferrying the special combat group 
eastward t h r o u g h heavy rain 
clouds to reinforce Britain's esti­ 
mated garrison on Cyprus of IOO,- 
OOO men, many of whom are tied 
down by disorders arising out of 
demands for union of the island 
with Greece. 


“ Ready for Anything” 
The giant airlift is due to be 
completed by Friday night. 
Dressed in camouflaged uniform, 
the paratroopers' 42-year-old com­ 
mander, Brig. A. M. H. Butler, 
took off in the lead plane. 
“ We are going to be ready for 
anything,” he told newsmen. 
The airborne troops’ main mis­ 
sion is to serve as a mobile fnrcp 
that can be .rushed to any trouble 
spot in the Middle East where 
British 
lives and 
property are 
threatened. Prime Minister Eden’s 
move was said to have reassured 
many 
Conservatives 
who 
were 
openly critical of Britain s depar­ 
ture from the canal zone. 
The possibility Britain may slow 
down its Suez Canal evacuation 
came barely a month before the 


previously expected completion of 
the project. 
More than 65 per cent of the 
80,000-man garrison already has 
moved out under terms of the 
Britlsh-Egyptian Suez agreement 
and at the present rate it was an­ 
ticipated the whole force would be 
out by the end of next month, 3 4 
months ahead of schedule. 
May Slow Schedule 
The pact provides, however, that 
only 7 5 per cent o f the original 
force must be out by Feb. 19 and 
the other 20,000 can stay until June 
19. Informants said that in view 
of the troubled situation, the Brit­ 
ish may revert to the original 
schedule. 
The Egyptian government has 
not commented on the possible 
change. 
The deployment of the airborne 
force to Cyprus and tile possible 
canal slowdown reflected the Eden 
government’s deep concern over 
the anti-British riots in normally 
pro-British Jordan.

Shortcomings Is Unfortunate 


In a dep artm ent store one Sat­ 
u rday morning this winter, Mrs 
Kirby 
said

Which is it to be?” 
Lou ise chose the new top p er. 
Bu t she has not stu ck by her 
own decision. 
Instead, “ daddy ’s 
girl’’ Lou ise has been p romoting 
the su it so wheedling^ to her fa­ 
ther that he's brou ght u p the su b­ 
ject with his wife sev eral times 
*o her increasing irritation. 
The other night, he mentioned 
it again. 
And Mrs. Kirby , fling­ 
ing her dish towel p assionately to 
the k itchen table, cried ou t. “ How 
can I discip line the children if y ou 
ins! st on u n derm ining ev ery thing 
I sa y ?”

Ou r failu re to recognize this is 
u nfortu nate. 
For the 
bitterness 
arou sed in u s by ou r own discou r­ 
aging ex p erience with the fau lt in­ 
fu ses ou r argu m ent—-and giv es th© 
child the idea that he has th© 
p ower to cau se discord between 
his p arents. 
That s not good for him. It giv es 
him delu sions of grandeu r. 
Poor 
Lou ise, for ex amp le imagines her­ 
self to be the Sp ecial Belov ed of 
her father whe’ rn fact, he’s ju st 
been indu lging nis old dislik e for 
say ing “ No” to any one. 
We all hav e character flaws. 
If 
we do not wish to div orce a sp ou se, 
it seems sensible to accep t his 
character flaws. 
Mrs. Kirby can’t 
solv e Mr. Kirby ’s u rge to ap p ear 
generou s bu t she can refu se to 
be influ enced by it- 
If she did, relinq u ishing her se­

“ The quality of A m erican teach­ 
ing has nev er been better. But the 
rew ards for too m any teachers are 
not com m ensurate with their work 
and their role in A m erican life.

By FRANK O’BRIEN 
WASHINGTON LFT — President 
j Eisenhow er plans to send to Con­ 
gress M onday a balanced budget, 
but one that contem plates higher 
spending, and to indicate that out­ 
lays are likely to keep climbing 
the next sev eral years.

are 
closely guarded until disclosed to 
Congress. 
But on the basis of Eisenhow er’s 
State of the Union m essage and 
other 
official pronouncem ents it 
seem s certain the budget will fore­ 
see; (I) spending of between 65% 
and 66 billion dollars in the next 
fiscal year; (2) incom e of at least 
that m uch; and (3) requests for 
appropriations w’ell in excess of 
projected spending. 
At the sam e tim e, Eisenhower 
probably will rev ise his estim ates 
for the current fiscal year, ending 
next June 30. to predict a balanced 
budget 
with 
spending 
at 
about 
6 4 % billion dollars. T hat would be 
som e three quarters of a billion 
dollars higher than prev iously fore­ 
cast. 
In his State of the Union message 
Jan. 5 . Eisenhower said his budget 
would forecast a balanced budget 
in fiscal 1956 and 1957. 
If a balanced budget is achiev ed 
this fiscal year, it will be the first 
since 1951.
